CONCERNING VARIOUS TOPICS. 


The Committee on Foreign Affairs in 


the House have been en gaged in a lively 
consideration of the Bayard case. Ibis 
question was originally called to the 
attention of Congress by resolution ol 
Barrett of Massachusetts for impeach' 
rnent. It was refei red to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs. Some members 
of the committee, including Mr. New- 
lands of Nevada and Mr. Cousins o: 
Iowa, were for demanding his recall 
Mr. Newlands made a strong speech, in 
committee to this effect. 
A compro 


raise was the result and a resolution of 
censure was passed. 


The language used by Mr. Bayard to 


which exception was taken was as fol- 
lows: "The President stood in the 
midst of a strong self-confident <md 
often times violent people; men who 
sought to have their own way. It took 
a real man to govern the people of the 
United States." These remarks were 
made in England, August 2, 1895. This 
most serious offense was in relation to 
the tariff question, when he said in a 
speech in Edinburgh: "In my own 
country I have witnessed the insatiable 
growth of a form of socialism styled 
protection, which has done more to cor- 
rupt public life, to banish men of inde- 
pendent minds from public councils 
and to lower the tone of national rep- 
resentation than any other single cause. 
Protection now controlling the sover- 
eign power of taxation has been per- 
verted from its proper function of 
creating revenue to support the gov- 
ernment into an engine ot selfish profit 
allied with combinations called trusts. 
It has thus sapped the popular con- 
science by giving corrupting Congresses 
to special classes, and it throws politi- 
cal legislation into the political mar- 
ket, where jobbers and ehofferers take 
the place of statesmen." 


Mr. Bayard's offense is without a 


Darallel in American diplomacy. The 
nearest approach is the case of Martin 
Van Buren, who, as Secretary of State, 
ustructed McLaae, the Minister to St. 
James, to call the attention of the 


British Foreign Office to the fact that 
,hero had been a change of administra- 
tion here, and to suggest that negotia- 
ions heretofore interrupted might with 
ircpiiety be resumed. "When Martin 
Van Buren was afterwards nominated 
as Minister to England, the Senate, 
hrough the influence of Daniel Web- 
iter, rejected the nomination on the 
above grounds. The other case is the
